The adopted schedule resulting 
from an intensive study of sev- 
eral months by Board members 
and the Albany Teachers’ associa- 
tion now places Albany teachers 
on a par with those of Berkeley, 
Emeryville, Oakland, Alameda, 
and Piedmont. The range of sal- 
aries is from $6,974 for a first 
year teacher with only an AB 
degree to $15,493 for a teacher 
with 75 units beyond the AB and 
13 years of teaching experience. 
Lhe estimated cost of the salary 
mereases for this school year 
will be approximately $125,000.
